Henderson/Ames Company’s Attor-

Lansing, Mich,, June 3.— [Special. I-For- 
me Quartermaster General White created a 
sensation by appearing in the Supreme Court 
today and making a complete confession of 
his connection with the military frauds 
which startled the State two years ago. 

White fled the country after being indicted, 
but subsequently returned a pleaded 
guilty without a word of explanation and 
was given ten years in Jackson prison, Ex- 
Inspector General Marsh was convicted, and 
while his appeal to the Supreme Court was 
pending, and the day after White was taken 
to prison, both were pardoned by * 


Says Sutton Was Guilty. 


Colonel Eli R. Sutton, of Governor Pin- 


gree’s staff, was acquitted after a trial 
which lasted a month. Today White as- 
serted that Sutton was guilty, and that he 
paid over to Sutton a share of the spoils 
arising from the sale and. repurchase of 
State military supplies. 

It is practically certain that. as the result 
of White’s testimony, more than one person 
who testified durihg the trial of Sutton will 
be for perjury. 


“White Tells of Deal. 


White's testimony today was given in the 
case brought ta disbar E. 8. Roos of Kala- 
mazoo, who was a member of the Henderson- 


Ames company, which figured prominently. 


in the deal. White gave the story of the 
preliminaries leading up to the sale of the 
State military goods, saying he advertised 
for bids on the strength of assurances that 
Attorney General Oren had given an opinion 


to the effect that this was the proper pro- | 
cedure, and the delivery of the Governor's | 


order to sell. 

Colonel Sutton inserted the advertisement 
in Detroit newspapers. Continuing, White 
said 8. N. Bickerstaff, the agent of the

fered; that the goods were to be turned over 
to the Henderson-Ames company. and by the 
latter company resold to the State, the Hen- 
derson-Ames company to be the lowest bid- 
der by arrangement.

$750,000 done. 

Prompt measures were taken to relieve the 
sufferers from the mornihg’s cloudburst, and 
the citizens subscribed liberally to a fund 


which was started at a mass-meeting. But 


Joliet was not alone in its misfortune. 

The torrent swept into the Desplaines 
River, already taxed to the limit from the 
heavy rains, and last night the towns along 
the Illinois River, into which the Desplaines 
empties, reported that the the water was 
overfiowing the country and doing ste cas 
damage. 

The Illinois River is rising steadily, and 
only the fact that the Drainage Canal was 
shut down yesterday to relfve the situation 
in Joliet. prevented wholesale destruction 
‘through the whole valley. 


ee Flood Cripples Railroads. 


The railroads. running through the district 
affected dy the flood are badly crippled and 
trains are run in and out of Chicago only 
by interchanging tracks. Freight trains are 


stalled all over the flooded territory and the 


passenger and mail trains make little effort 
to adhere to schedule. 

‘Nearly every line is crippled with a wash- 
out, and many bridges over the swollen 
streams are regarded as dangerous and are 
being crossed with great caution.

SORRD BY COURT] 


Judge Kavanagh, in Refusing to Take 
Responsibility Away from Jury, Ar- 
raigns the Accused Widow of the 

„ Man Who Was Asphyxiated and 
Also Expresses Contempt for Chris 
Schweiger—Prisoner Winces at she 
Words. 


On trial for their ives and already having 
listened to the State’s network of circum- 
stantial evidence to prove them guilty of 
murder, Mrs. Emma Williams and Chris 


yesterday and listened toa scathing arraign- 
ment by the jurist himself. 

The NR had rested its case and 
John E. W. Wayman, attorney for the de- 
fense, had moved that the case be taken 
from the jury on the ground that the State’s 
cone. wae rather Gan 
proof. 

Judge Kavanagh apparently was prepared 
for the motion. He ordered the jury taken 
from the room, and then, without hesitation, 
delivered an almost bitter analysis of the 
circumstances surrounding the death by 
asphyxiation on Jan. 4 of Kinley Wiliams, 
husband of the woman on trial, in their resi-. 
dence at 128 Lincoln avenue. 

As the court progressed with his arraign- 
ment Mrs. Williams shifted uneasily in her 
chair and pressed a black-rimmed handker- 
chief to her lips, Once it seemed that she 
was a t to collapse. Schweiger, on the 
other hand, showed no emotion. 


“The hand that turned on the gas which 
killed Kinley Williams did it with a mur- 
derous purpose,“ began Judge Kavanagh. 
In cases of circumstantial evidence, oppor- 
tunity and motive coupled together weigh 
strongly in the evidence. 

“Who of all people in the world had the 
opportunity and the motive to cause Kinley 
Williams’ death? All the evidence precludes 
the idea that his death was due either to 
accident or suicide. He was 52 years old. 
His wife was a young woman, infatuated 
with a much younger man than her husband. 
From the days when Clytemnestra struck 
Agamemnon, the love of women for younger 
men than their husbands has been a com- 
pelling motive to murder in every country 
under the sun. 

On the night of the murder Mrs. Williams 
told Charles Miller, 116 Clifton avenue, with 
whom she was employed as a nurse, that 
her husband was sick and she would go see 
how he was. That was an untruth. It was 
the first of a series of untruths of which she 
was guilty and which bore indirectly on 
the murder. 

“She left Mr. Miller's home at 7 o’ clock. 
She was next seen with her paramour head- 
ed. toward the scene of the crime. Here was 
a woman with a motive going toward her 
opportunity, After her arrest she said she 
‘did not enter her home because she had for- 
gotten her keys. 


. Melitale Bunch of Keys. 
ce aoe Mr, Miller, when she: returned to his 
place at 11 o’clock on the fatal night, she 
made no such explanation. But a bunch of 
keys was forgotten, #0tth Mr. MI 
but in the house in which the murder was 
committed. A bunch of keys, barely heid 
in position by the flange of one key, hung 
from a keyhole in the Williams flat. Evi- 
dently the person that placed those keys 
there left the house in a hurry and with 
great perturbation. 

“She told Miller she was going to vielt 
her sick husband, and then told Lieutenant 
Schiau, after she said she had forgotten her 
keys, that she did not ring the bell or go to 
the rear door and knock because she did 
not care to arouse her husband, who had 
to arise early for hie work in the morning. 

‘* Circumetantial evidence, I believe, is ex- 
tremely strong against Mra. Williams, and 1 
shall allow a jury to determine _ guilt or 
inmocence. 

‘Also Scores the Man. 

9 Schweiger is guilty he is guilty as an 
accessory. It certainly was not his hand 
that turned on the gas. But there is ground 
to think that he aided and encouraged the 
woman in her deed. His motive for wishing 
the removal of Williams was similar to hers. 

„It is probable he coveted the $2,400 in- 
surance on Williams life. In his intrigue 
with the woman he had reached a point of 
shamelessness. She went security for him 
in the purchase of clothes. He was so mean 
that he accepted it. Just before she was 
seen on her way to the house in which the 
murder was committed Schweiger was seen 
to meet her, evidently by appointment, and 
start toward the scene with her. 

“The case against Schweiger is not so 
strong as against Mrs. Williams, but it is 
too strong to warrant me in taking it away 
from a jury.” 

No Testimony del Defense. 

Attorney Wayman rested the defense on 
the evidence introduced by the prosecution. 
He introduced no witnesses of his own and 
did not place either Mrs. Williams or 
Schweiger on the stand. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Frank Crowe 
began the opening argument for the prose- 
cution and will finish it this morning. The 
case will go to the jury this afternoon,

N. G. Conybear’s Experience. 

Practically no attempt was made by the 
butchers to get meat from the wholesale mar- 
kets of the yards and but few wagons were 
driven from the stations there to butchers in 
the neighborhood. N. G. Conybear, who is 
Vice President of the Lipton company and in 
charge of its American meat business, de- 


cided to see for himself just how bad condi- . 


tions were and took charge of a team that 
was to deliver eighteen barrels of pork to 
Burke & Byrnes, Ashland avenue and Forty- 
seventh street. 

When he arrived at the shop the firm re- 
fused to accept it and he turned to drive 
back. On the seat with him was his super- 
intendent, H. Eagle, and they were stopped 
by a mob of mén, women, and children. r. 
Conybear was not recognized for a time and 
was called “scab” and similar epithets. 
When he had succeeded in getting close to the 
yards and the crowd became threatening 
one of the strikers formerly employed by 
him, saw him, yelled out his name, and he 
was allowed to go on without further trou- 
All day lo the main entrances to the 
yards were thronged with men and boys 
anxious for an opportunity to riot. Lieu- 
tenant Miller, with a large force of men from 
the Stock-Yards Station, was there on guard 
and did not allow a driver on any wagon to 


In making up the list of those who will 
represent them the packers chose those who 
have technically no power, but who can pre- 
sent their case and bring the result to the 
members of the firms for acceptance. The 
packers refused to state what concessions 
they would make and what they would de- 
mand.

_ ORDER MUST BE PRESERVED. 

The packers refuse to recognize the 
Teamsters’ union. Their action may be 
flliberal and impolitic, but it violates no law. 
The refusal to recognize the union does not 
deprive the packers of their right to carry 
on trade. Their right to deliver meat to 
any one who wishes to buy it is unaffected. 
If the teamsters who have been im their 
employ refuse to work longer for them be- 
cause they will not accept the teamsters’ 
terms, the packers have the right to hire 
other teamsters if they can, and the men 
thus hired have a right to work without 
molestation, even though through their in- 
strumentality the strike is defeated, _ 

These ought to be self-evident proposi- 
tions, but there are many to whom they are 
not. The outrageous outbreaks of the mob 
spirit on Monday testify to the ignorance 
of or contempt for law of too large a pro- 
portion of the popujation. The rioters acted 
on the assumption that when a strike is on 
the law against breaches of the peace is in 
abeyance and the agents of the law must 
allow strikers and all who sympathize with 
them. to lay violent hands on all with whom 


| the strikers are at odds. The police did

The packers may be violators of the anti- 
trust law.

A bill was introduced in the Senate some 
time ago for the erection im Washington 
of a suitable memorial to John Paul Jones. 
It was referred to a committee which knew 
not Jones, and there it has slumbered. 

It may be that the activity of Congress 
in the recognition of revolutionary worthies 
has been exhausted, for the time being, in 
the commemoration, too long delayed, of 
the splendid services of Marshal de Rocham- 
beau and the French nation. But when 
Congress shall again be in a reminiscent 
mood it should do something for John Paul 
Jones and the navy of the revolution. 

It is not surprising that there are more 
statues to great American soldiers than 
to great American sailors. More land bat- 
tles than sea fights are recorded in Amer- 
jean history. Yet there is a long and il- 
bustrious list of men who served their 
country in desperate naval engagements. 
High on that list stands the name of John 
Paul Jones of the Bon Homme Richard. 

A bill was recently presented in Congress 
for the erection of a statue to Steuben, 
the drinmaster and disciplinarian of the 
revolution, who converted raw militiamen 
into regulars. Great were ‘his services. 
They deserve commemoration. So, too, do 
those of the fearless heroic sailor of the 
revolution; the only man holding an Ameri- 
can commission who in time of war landed 
an armed force upon British soil.

it must be remembered that the financial 
burdem imposed by the mother country on 
the British colonies is small, indeed. They 
are not asked to contribute to the naval de- 
fenses nor to the lomatic or consular 
services. of the empfre. Neither are they 
asked to take any permanent share in the 
burdens imposed by the maintenance of the 
British army, which acts asa defensive force 
for the entire British Empire. All these ex- 
penses have rested until now exclusively 
upon the shoulders of the 15,000,000 taxpayers 
in the United Kingdom. It is, therefore, not 


much to ask that the Australian common- | 
wealth should pay a decent and adequate 


salary to the Governor General, which it re- 
quested the sovereign to send out to the 
antipodes. 

Lord Hopetoun is a charming and popu- 
lar man. Indeed, there tos never been a 
British nobleman in the antipodes who has 
got himself so universally liked. This is 
partly due to his entire absence of side 
and affectation and partly to his possession 
of a pronounced sense of humor, in spite of 
his being a Scotchman.

But 
when the police of the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Station were called he permitted them 
to lead him away by the arm. Once out-

The synod, which was the first convened 
| gince 1887, was opened with the celebra- 


doon, presiding officer of the synod and 
Viear General of the diocese. Nearly 300 
priests were present. The laity was admit- 
ted to the celebration of the mass, and the 
presence of Father Crow was counten- 
anced until the synod went into secret ses- 
sion. Then the lay members and clergy 
not entitled to remain were requested to 
depart. . | 

Father Crowley made no move, and the 
masters of ceremony, Fathers E. M. Grit- 
fin and J. Reuland, approaching Crowley 
told him that as he was not a priest in good 
standing and devoid of all priestly func- 
tions, he would have to go. Crowley de- 
clared that he was in good standing and 
purposed remaining. ! 
| Priest Sends for Police, 

When Father Crowley had first entered 
the church and donned the clerical robes 
he was warned by Father Fitssimmons, 
pastor of the Holy Name Cathedral, that 
his presence would not be tolerated. Fa- 
ther Riordan, at that time anticipating 
trouble, sent for police officers, and one 
was stationed at each of the entrances. As 
soon as the church had been cleared of those 
not entitled to remain through the closed 
session, the procession of priests moved to- 
ward the altar to take the oath of allegi- 
ance to the officers of the church and to 
kiss the ring on the hand of the Bishop 
celebrant. Father Crowley fell in at the 
rear of the line. When he had come near 
the sanctuary the masters of ceremony 
seized him by the arms and again ordered 
him to leave. 

Tou are not in good standing,“ they re- 
peated, ‘“‘and we have instructions from 
the Bishop that you are not to be permitted 
to stay.“ 
rowley Shouts His Defiance, 

1 am in good standing,“ shouted Crow- 
ley, and then, turning and facing the altar 
where Bishop Muldoon stood, said: Fou 
cannot say I am not in good standing simp- 
ly because I have pointed out how certain 
priests in this dioceses have broken the ten 
commandments. In the presence of God 
and in the name of the decent Catholics of 
this diocese, I protest against this outrage. 
Iam a priest in good standing, and I have 
committed no crime and am entitled to 
exercise all the functions of a Catholic 
priest. Am I to be subjected to insult simp- 
ly because I have protested against officials 
(of this diocese.

Last month 
the efforts of professional spreaders secured 
a premium of 2\%c, but they were satisfied 
with that, and profit taking by the undoing 
of spreads narrowed the difference to 1\¢c. 
It is the talk now of those interested that 
July may go to 4c premiums on the ex- 
haustion of stocks in the country and the 
small contract supply here. Such a pre- 
mium would test the theory that the crop of 
1901 has been used up more thoroughly than 
any since the Leiter deal, as it would be an 
inducement to farmers to sweep their bins 
clean and would also expedite the marketing 
of new No. 2 red wheat if the harvest is as 
early as anticipated. As red winter is now 
selling 8c over July millers might absorb the 
first thrashings, however. It is of interest 
to hark back to last year when, with condi- 
tions less.bullish statistically, July wheat 
got to a premium of 5%c over September: 
This was just a year ago, on June 4, the re- 
sult of a big long line held through Weare 
and a scare on the part of shorts. They were 
cleverly supplied with the wheat on the 
bulge, and by June 22 the premium was all 
lost, and early in July that delivery got to 
1% discount. A year ago local contract 
stocks were 5,863,000 bu; now they are 
3,587,600 bu. The visible supply is 8,000,000 
bu smaller. Speculative conditions, how- 
ever, are different, the trade has been get- 
ting out of July into September, and in 
1901 the July was congested before the shorts 
realized the situation. With the present pre- 
miums over July for all kinds of cash wheat, 
however, the legitimate situation may prove 
sirong enough to verify the predictions of 
the July bulls, although a little sharper cash 
demand would seem to be a necessary factor. 
The premium might widen temporarily and 
still disappear entirely before the future goes 
out. There are traders willing to take the 
other end of the proposition in the belief that 
the July premium has seen its best days
